BIGGEST .ROAD CONGRESS 


COUNTRY HAS EVER SEEEN 


[Sr-ECIAI. TO THE GAZETTH] 


Oakland, Cal., Sept. 13.—What gives 
all indications of being the greatest 
assemblage of road builders ever seen 
in America opened here today under 
,tne name of-the Pan-American Road 


that during one week in July, 191-1, 
fifty-four duels were recorded in Buda- 
pest alone. 
How public opinion has changed on 
this question of duelling is shown in 
a document recently published in the 
Hungarian papers. A provincial law- 
yer made some disparaging remarks 
about the army in the presence of a 
wounded officer, who resented his con- 
duct in very sharp language.

The Anti-Buelling League, which 
has long existed in Hungarv. express- 
es the hope that this evil has been 
overcome, not only for war times but 
also in peace.

BEEN UNCHANGED 


Lines On Peninsula Are Almost the 


Same as When Turks and Allies 


First Dug Their Trenches.

Constantinople, Sept. 13. —Exactly 
three months have passed since the 
'-position" war between the Allies ana i 
.the Turks, at Ari Burnu and Seddul- 
Hahr started. On May 4, the lurklsh 
.troops had dug 
and 
occupied 
the 
trenches in wiiioh. with few excep- 
tions they are still found ..today. 


Offensives by the Allies and coun- 
ter-offensives by the Turks, have led 
to but slight cuanges in the terrains 
occupied immediately after the land- 
ing of the Allied troops during the 
last week of April. At Ari Burnu very 
'little t;-rrain has been lost by either 
side. 
While temporary changes have 
been somewhat greater and more fre- 
quent at Seddukbahr, both, Turks and 
Allies, have straaned constantly every 
resource.- to regain what had been lost. 
In most cases the Allies have re-occu- 
pied lost trenches by virtue of over- 
whelming bombardments, while the j 
Turks have retaken their lost trench-1 
' es at the point of the bayonet, as a 
rule. 
I.aterly. too, the sapper's mine 
:has been often employed by both sides 
when a trench of the opponent had 
to be ii'kpn, or when a trench had to 
be re-occupied. 
Duriiiz the last three wepks "posi- 
tion" fiiihting or. the Gallipoli penin- 
pula has diminished to what may be 
termed its minimum. The Turks have 
not pressed the Allies, because, for 
.the time being. Little was to be gain- 
• ed by driving the French and EUnglish 
;forces from the peninsula. It has bpen 
•argued here, that, so long as the Allies 
tare at Ari Burnu and Seddul-P.ahr, 
other landing operations 
elsewhere 
'are unlikely. 
The Allies landed on 
.the peninsula under the cover of a na- 
val artillery fire the violence f>t which 
has not yet been forgotten 
by 
the 
Turks. To have the same experience 
on some other part of the P^uropean, 
.or Asiatic, coast doe? not appeal to 
the Turks. 


Allies Inactive. 
Meanwhile the naval and land artil- 
lery of the Allies is no longer as ac- 
'tivc as it lias b(?pn in the past. 
The 
action radius of both arms has been 
greatly limited by the nearness to one 
another of the opposing trenches. Sev- 
eral v.-r'-ks ago. the Turks and Allies 
tripd to make bombardment of the 
othpr side's trenches easy and safe by 
ir.arkir.z ihcir own trenches with little 
whitr p'icns. The first step in this di- 
rection "-as taken by the Turks. But

.Elaborate Costume* That Were Worn 


• by Combatants of the Last 
Two 


: 
Centuries Are No Longer Seen 


on the Battlefield. 


The soldier's dress has been simpli- 


fied to bare necessities. It was other- 
wise in the old times. 
The military 


regulations of the eighteenth and the 
greater part of the nineteenth centu- 
ries furnish one long record of. altera- 
tions of costume, o£ solemn injunc- 
tions as to laces, loops, frogs, buttons, 
facings, epaulets, "wings," and what 
not.

The dressing of the soldier's hair- 


was a special object of concern. Un- 
til the end of the eighteenth century 
the hair was an elaborate arrange- 
ment of grease and powder.

shillings per man was the allowanoe 
in 1794 "or these two toilet adjuncts, 
and the cost to the country four shil- 
lings four pence for pipe-clay and 
whiting with which to furbish, up his 
white breeches and leather appur- 
tenances. To make up for this out- 
lay he was expected to make shift _ 
with the renewal o£ only half of his' 
waistcoat—the fore part—the hind 
part having to be made out of that 
of the preceding year!
